To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS 

of  the  EBBW  VALE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1966.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,869  acres,  with  an  estimated 
population  of  27,790  which  is  the  population  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
caluculation  purposes.  The  Census  taken  in  1961  showed  the  population  to  be 
28,627. 

The  number  of  births,  still-births,  and  deaths  assigned  to  this  area  are  those 
registered  during  the  year  1966  as  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 
The  returns,  as  submitted  by  the  Registrar  General,  will  be  used  for  calculations, 
and  it  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  correspond  with  those  compiled 
locally.  This  is  particularly  so  with  regard  to  the  registration  of  births,  as 
records  of  inward  transfers  are  not  included  in  returns  made  by  the  Local 
Registrar. 


CHEST  DISEASES 

The  occurence  of  bronchitis  looms  large  in  public  interest.  A wet  climate, 
heavy  polluted  atmosphere,  crowded  small  houses,  have  in  the  past  been  respon- 
sible for  the  incidence.  Such  environmental  conditions  have  slowly  improved 
except  for  the  first. 

The  University  run  bronchitis  survey  continues. 

HOUSING 

The  Authority  is  aware  of  the  plight  of  so  many  young  people  who  are  com- 
pelled to  face  the  intimacies  of  early  married  life  in  a room  or  rooms,  maybe 
in  the  homes  of  relations.  Ugliness  and  unpleasantness  are  too  often  the  unevi- 
table  sequel.  The  burden  of  mortgage  is  a back  breaking  alternative.  This 
Council  will  surely  cater  for  young  married  couples,  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so, 
as  they  have  already  done  for  the  oldest  age  groups. 
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ROAD  SAFETY 


Good  roads  are  important,  safe  vehicles  are  important,  but  the  most  impor- 
tant factor  of  all  in  the  occurance  of  road  deaths  and  injuries  is  the  living 
organism — human  (at  the  wheel  and  on  foot),  equine  (locally),  ovine,  canine  and 
feline. 

CARE  OF  THE  SICK  AND  AGED 

Too  often  the  aged  face  neglect  by  their  families.  Loneliness,  increasing 
physical  decrepitude  and  Old  Age  are  usually  inseperable.  Nature  is  not  kind 
to  the  Aging;  it  behoves  the  individual  and  the  state  to  do  all  they  can  to  help, 
realising  that  their  maximum  aid  must  always  leave  the  Aged  with  these  insol- 
uble problems.

BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  locally  during  1966  was544 — 269  males 
and  275  females;  6 males  and  6 females  being  illegitimate.  Of  this  number, 
however,  205  children  (91  males  and  114  females,  including  2 male  and  3 female 
illegitimate  births)  were  born  to  persons  not  normally  resident  within  the  dist- 
rict, thus  leaving  a total  of  339  ‘local’  births — 178  males  and  161  females. 

The  figures  returned  by  the  Registrar-General  were  241  males  (8  illegitimate) 
and  245  females  (8  illegitimate),  a total  of  486.  The  difference  of  147  between 
our  totals  and  those  of  the  Registrar’s  is  due  to  the  fact  that  records  of  inward 
transferable  births  are  not  received  by  this  Department. 

In  1966  the  general  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  17.49  the 
male  rate  was  8.67  and  the  female  8.82,  whilst  in  1965  these  rates  were  9.35  and 
8.34  respectively.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  expressed  as  a percentage  of  the 
total  live  births  was  3.29.  In  1965  this  figure  was  4.85%. 

The  number  of  still-births  was  8 and  the  still-birth  rate  per  thousand  total 
(live  and  still)  births  was  16.19.  In  1965  this  figure  was  27.55.

The  return  of  deaths  as  received  from  the  Local  Registrar  and  the  Registrar 
General  showed  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Ebbw  Vale  area  during  1966 
to  be  271,  but  of  this  number  40  were  persons  normally  resident  elsewhere,  i.e. 
outward  transfers.  The  number  of  residents  who  died  within  the  area  was, 
therefore  231 — 128  males  and  103  females.  The  inward  transferable  death  (local 
residents  who  died  outside  the  area)  totalled  116 — 64  males  and  52  females;  thus 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  assigned  to  this  area  was  347 — 192 
males  and  155  females. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  year  1966  was  12.49.  The 
male  death  rate  being  6.91  and  the  female  5.58.  In  1965  the  rates  were  6.20  and 
4.87  respectively. 

In  the  following  table  the  death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  for 
the  past  five  years  are  compared  with  those  for  the  County  of  Monmouth,  Eng- 
land and  Wales.  The  local  rates  have  been  adjusted  by  use  of  the  comparability 
factor  for  the  appropriate  year;  C.F.  Deaths — 1.22.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  during  1966  was 
397  of  which  number  394  were  under  five  years  of  age.  In  addition  368  children 
received  booster  injections.  The  protection  may  be  obtained,  free  of  cost,  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  surgeries  of  the  medical  practitioners,  and  the 
Health  Clinic.  It  is  still  difficult,  however,  to  convince  some  people  of  the 
immense  value  and  continuing  necessity  of  the  protection  afforded  by  immu- 
nisation. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  can  be  carried  out  alone,  or  with  whooping  cough 
vaccine,  or  with  tetanus  (lock  jaw)  vaccine,  or  the  three  together  commonly 
known  as  the  ‘three-in-one’,  or  nowadays  as  a quadruple  vaccine  which  includes 
protection  against  measles. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children,  in  specified  age  groups, 
immunised  against  diphtheria  during  each  of  the  past  five  years.

VACCINATION  against  smallpox  is  not  compulsory  but  this  treatment  is  given 
free  of  cost  at  infant  welfare  centres,  surgeries  of  the  medical  practitioners,  and 
at  this  Office. 

No  cases  of  generalised  vaccinia  or  post-vaccinal  encephalomyelitis  occured 
during  the  year  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  other  complications  of  vaccin- 
ation.

TYPHOID  AND  PARATYPHOID  FEVER 


NO  cases  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  during  1966. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


DURING  the  year  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  all  respiratory. 
There  were  2 deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Health  Visitor  and  a report  upon  environmental  conditions  is  sent  to  the  Area 
Chest  Physician  and  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Welfare  facilities,  e.g. 
occupational  therapy  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  financial 
assistance  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  are  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  patients.  This  Authority,  in  addition,  offers  rehousing  where  necessary. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  all  contacts  to  be  seen  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for 
skin  tests.  X-rays  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Skin  testing  for  tuberculosis  in  the  ‘under  fives’  was  carried  out  in  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  at  this  office.  Certain  children  of  school  age  were 
offered  the  same  facility  and  all  positive  skin  tests  were  passed  to  the  care  of 
the  Chest  Physician.  Skin  test  negatives  in  the  age  group  thirteen  years  and 
over  were  offered  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Patients  from  the  area  attend  the  Chest  Clinics  at  Pentwyn  House,  Ebbw 
Vale  and  the  General  Hospital,  Tredegar.  The  figures  in  the  tables  below  (sup- 
plied by  the  Area  Chest  Physician)  relate  only  to  those  patients  seen  at  the 
Ebbw  Vale  Clinic.

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

THE  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  including  milk,  water  and  ice-cream 
and  faecal  specimens  are  sent  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Clytha  Square,  Newport.  The  chemical  examin- 
ation of  water  and  the  estimation  of  atmospheric  pollution  from  the  deposit 
gauges  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  a private  capacity. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  s.  47 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  s.  47  of  the  above  Act,  which 
provides  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  who:

Equipment  in  use  was 
two  rear  loading  compression  vehicles,  two  side-load  Karriers,  one  dual  tip 
vehicle,  one  mechanical  gully  cleanser,  one  mechanical  sweeper  and  a Chaseside 
Loader.

HOUSING 

DURING  the  year  165  units  of  accommodation  were  completed,  a considerable 
improvement  on  previous  years.

THERE  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area;  a private  site  licensed  for  five 
caravans  and  the  other  belonging  to  the  Local  Authority.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

IN  A densly  populated  industrial  area  such  as  Ebbw  Vale,  air  pollution  is  perforce 
a major  problem.  Much  has  been  done  to  alleviate  this  in  recent  years  and  the 
installation  of  precipitators  etc.  have  led  to  a reduction  in  air  pollution  figures, 
but  further  problems  will  have  to  be  solved  before  pollution  reaches  a satisfactory 
level.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


THE  water  supply  for  the  area  is  derived  from  two  reservoirs,  Upper  and  Lower 
Carno,  on  the  Llangynidr  Moors,  and  these  are  supplemented  by  two  electrical 
pumping  stations  on  the  Claisfer  Stream  in  an  adjoining  valley.  Both  reservoirs 
are  equipped  with  a set  of  roughing  filters  together  with  a number  of  open  filter 
beds.  After  passing  through  these  filters  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  town  and  to  the  Blaina  Urban  District  by  means 
of  cast  iron  gravitated  mains.  The  supply  is,  on  the  whole,  adequate  and  satis- 
factory but  shortages  do  occur  during  periods  of  excessive  drought.  Restrictions 
on  supply  then  have  to  be  imposed. 

Routine  tests  of  the  water  are  carried  out  by  the  waterworks  personnel  and 
the  staff  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  These  include  daily  chlorine  tests  and 
monthly  pH  and  silica  tests-  Details  of  all  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory are  given  below-  The  results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  A total  of 


74  samples  were  submitted  by  this  Department  during  the  year.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

THE  indoor  swimming  baths  continued  to  be  well  used  throughout  the  year  by 
the  general  public  and  Education  Authorities.  The  total  attendance  figure  for 
1966  was  175,109. 

The  bath  measures  110  feet  x 42  feet  with  a varying  depth  from  3 feet  to 
12  feet  6 inches.  There  are  47  changing  cubicles  for  men  and  25  for  women  with 
a total  capacity  of  800  baskets. 

The  bath  is  fitted  with  two  horizontal  high  pressure  filters  and  a chlorination 
plant.  Space  and  water  heating  is  carried  out  by  oil  fired  boilers. 
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During  the  year  23  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacteriol- 
ogical examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

THE  properties  in  the  area  that  are  still  not  connected  to  the  sewer  system  are 
so  far  from  the  system  that  conversion  is  quite  impracticable. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Western  Valley  trunk  sewer  draining  to  the  river 
Ebbw.  This  system  has  proved  satisfactory. 


CONCLUSION
